Respect to be Commanded from tho 
I. South, 

In arma, the North has obtained the respeot 
of the South; the next thing Is to obtaln it in 
olvil affairs, ‘The samo resolution and firm- 
fess which have humbled Southern assump- 
tlon in this four years’ war must be contine 
ued in the civil policy which Is to succeed it. 
This i@ an Sodispensoble condition of future 
concord. It is vot in human nature for two 
equal parties to any combination, or conjunc- 
tion of any sort, to live and act together 
harmonfously without mutual reapect. If 
one party despises the other, he will surely 
seck to control him, or assume some bearing 
foward him whic avoner of later will \pro- 
duce an open quarrel, i 
The slavery question was not the only ele- 
ment of the “ inepressible conflict” between 
the North andthe South, There was behind 
that a spirit of contempt for the North that 
had been gradually growing from. the carliest 
days of the republic, It first manifested itself 
with coniparativa ‘mildness, in cavalier, pre- 
tenstons over the puritan. A difference, of a 
pposed difference, fn descent generated thls, 
Ag slavery disappeared from one section and 
extended Itself In tho other, .this feeling as- 
sumed amore decided type. Southern plant- 
fersicame fo: look upon themsclyes a3. the 
landed gentry of the country, and to.disoredit 
Northern: pursuits ax essentially pleblan. 
‘They manifested this.in thele public journals, 
and in thele social fife, but especially In 
the affsirs of government. They claimed 
habitually that It was their interest which 
was first of all to be consulted in the enact- 
ments of Congress, and that they and 
thelr sons, were first of all entitled |to 
{be high positions of honor and trust, This 
spirit found constant encouragement In the 
disposition of northern politiclans to gratify 
it, that tbrife might follow fawniog. Had it 
beea manfully met, and steadily repelled at 
the outset, it would soon have grown ashamed 
and kept quiet. But, stimulated as it was, 
itconstantly becoma more imperious, Tha 
abjectness of a certain class of northern polly 
ticians had reached such a degree, even 90 
Jong since as forty-five years ago, that Jons 
Raxvouru in the House of Representatives, 
as if no Jonger able to brook their pres- 
enco, hurled upon them bis contempt, 
and fixed upon them the name of dough. 
face, which will ' stick {0 them, ull) the 
Jast spetimen of the species is extinct. ‘This 
subservient spirt atjained its lowest dept 
during (he administration,of Beouaxay. LAt 
that period, the South felt cortmin that any 
demand made by it upon any branch of the 
government would be complied with. This 
assurance was realized in Executive acts, 
‘nod Congressional bills, and judicial decision: 
of a baseness beyond measure. The protest 
of the Northera people, by: the election ot Mr, 
Taxeots, failed to Impress the South with any 
{dea'of Northern maghood- When the South 
resisted that election, it did so with the wiost 
positive-convietion that the North was too 
craven to, fight. | ICnever would. have fired 
‘the first gon, nad Northern courage and forth 
tude been correctly understood. We may 
sely upon it that not another hostile gun ever 
will be fired for any cause whatever, after 
this four years! demonstration of ont sollte 
tary qualities, But the lesson Js not'com: 
picte, It fs not enough to make an end of 
violent Insubordination, We must have no 
inore of the sectional political dissensions, 
Which were such a pest nod curse; and to 
that end muat show elvil qualities kindred 
to.our military qualities, : 
Iinextraordinsry, and yet ft Is certain, 
that there Is even yet not a little of the old 
bservient spirit in a portion of the Den 
cratic party... Lost Avgust It was s0 strong 
as to rule thé! party, dod to evolve that mus. 
te/plece of flunkeyism, the Chicago platform, 
‘The popular detestation of it displayed In Nov- 
ember, ond the tremendous rebel defeats since, 
Novemuch abated it. But the refusal of the 
Democratle party generally to sustain the 
constitutlonal amendment prohibiting slavery,

Hon still survives It seems to be now a set- 
led axlom in a certain class of Northern 
minds that the Yankees were born to be de- 
pendents after all, In spite of any luck they 
may have stumbled on In the game of war, 
‘Their constant study is now: to’ propitiate 
thelr old mastera ; and:they make the capital 


mistake of supposing that It Is to be done by 
new abelsauces and frosh (ruckling. 

‘The Northern people, rather we would say 
loyal people all over tha Iand, must put this 
spirit under the ban. Tt must bo treated not 
only a8 essontially contemptible, but ag rank= 
!y mischlovous—germinant with eveyy varie 
{y of trouble. The Southern people cannot 
be made to understand too clearly that~while 
We aro ready to treat them with all fraternal 
kindness, and are disposed to bury all thelr 
Past errors and orimes In oblivion, there 1s an 
end forever to aubserviency on our part, and 
that there must be a corresponding ond (0 
arrogance on theirs. Thoy must bo Impress- 
ed with the fact that they are benceforth to 
live In a new order of things—that, ia thelr 
(ature relations to the North, they have noth= 
Ing to hope for but from constitutional fidelity, 
aaplrit of justice, and manly feeling ‘The 
North should display an elevated gencrosity, 
butnovera kind that can bo mistaken for 
weakness. The priine thing is to secure tho 
Tenpeot of the South; and respect cannot be 
bought oF persuaded, It must be commanded, 
We havo an admintetration of the govern- 
ment which, St seems cortain, so tar from 
making any concession to the old Southern 
spirit tn any form, will use every legitimate 
function to palsy and destroy it, But to ac- 
complish this effectually, tho truly loyal sen- 
liment everywhere must bo In harmony with 
the policy of the government, It la the staunch 
spirit of the Northern peopla which, most! of 
all, will purge the Southern disposition of its 
old arrogance. It will have {0 take a differ. 
ent direction from what it did in the war, but, 
for all time to come, should be displayed, in 
{ia own proper way, nove tho less resolutely

countless multiuidé of onlookers, made tie day 
memorable beyond thé experience of the Hy 
Ing generatlon, ‘The firat thought with those 
who found the occasion one | favor. 
able (0 quiet. contemplation, must 
hove taken form fo a reflection updn 
the continally of those feelings of anguish, 
sorrow and poignant regret (among the vast 
body of the people,) which had thete first sud- 
den impulsive outburst twelve days ago. 
Twelve days of human sorrowing—even 
When the affliction, oF bereavement comes 
closely home to the houseliold affections, rep- 
resent a longer period than many would at 
frst bo ready to-admit, ‘Twelve days, volun- 
arily devoted to the expression of a grief 
which arises from a public loss, mezsured by 
comparison with all’ our past experience, or 
even with all our historical acquaintance, 
seo to expand almost Intoan age. And 
When these daysof relaxation from secular 
thought and occupation are measured by the 
value.of timo Jo a vast industrial community, 
we stand almost amazed at the self-sacrifice 
of the people. aes 
Icis no thrifiless hablt ora spirit of thought- 
ess diss{pation: In which this vast offering 
hos been Jald on the bier of President Lix- 
coLN. The thoughtless, the idle, those who 
crave for excitement with'every Sunrise, and 
Jabor to,grasp some sensational pleasure on 
each (succeeding dey—have all: been partict- 
pants In this long-drawn-out ceremonial of 
najlonal mourolng,, “But it is not to-any ane 
of_these classes, oF to all combined, that we 
‘owe the general suspension of businoss—with 
but few fitful Jotervals—for nearly two whole 
weeks. ‘Tho power and tho will torender this 
measure of devotion to tho relles of'a great, a 
pure and an Invaluable servant of the people, 
rested first vith those: who are In the post 
tinny more or less, of capitallsts—employers 
of lahor, householders, tradesmen, oitizens— 
In short, who-have the opening and olosing of 
business, the-release or the exaction of labor 
in their ownhands, 
The tribute, then, unparalieled aa it hos 
been, In its characler and costliness, becomes, 
Hight, not the Needless offerings, of 
prodigallty, but primarily a prompt, sponta- 
neous and deliberate sacrifice by the Indus- 
(rloug, the frugal, the peouniarliy respansible 
hody ofthe people.

Tr Sratus ov Lxn's Panotep Orvicens 
axp op Reort Civi, Orvicrns—Atorney- 
General Sree bas given aa opinion, at the 
Instance of the War Department, as to the 
status acquired, under Lex’s capitulation, by 
paroled robel officers, and by persons holding 
a position In the civil service of the Confed- 
ernoy. Iappeara, frou Secretary Staxton’s 
statement, that, since the capitulation, revel 
officers have appeared in thetr uniform within 
the loyal States. And upon thio there 
naturally arises the question, whether such 
conduct is not an act of bdstltlty, subjecting 
thoao guilty of it to bedealt with ns enemles 
of the United States, The Attorney-General 
reaches a conclusion on the subject without 
much apparent hesitancy. Starting with the 
decision of the Supreme Court, that the re- 
bollion was an organized insurrection with a 
detined territory, and tbat Gen. Gnasz, \in 
giving certain terms to Lee, spoke and acted 
simply asasoldier. Mr. Sreep fa of opinion 
that the rebel officers who surrendered to 
Grasr have no homes within tho loyal Staces, 
and have no right to come to places which 
were thelr homes bofore the rebellion. ‘The 
Attorney-General Ja also of opinion 
thatthe stipulation made betwixt 
Gens. Grant and Lye only embrace the 
officers and soldiers of Lee's army. Clvil- 
an officers of the Confederacy, therelore, have 
no protection under that inatrument, if found 
within the territory of the loyal Srates, The 
wearing of a rebel uniform Ia held by tho At- 
toroey-General to be in itself an act of hos- 
Aili.
